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NOTE AND COMMENT 



The Law School. — The number of students enrolled this year on the 
records of the Law Department is 905 — 23 more than were enrolled at the 
corresponding date last year. Of these 88 were students at the summer ses- 
sion of 1904, and it is interesting to note that these summer students were 
nearly all mature and earnest men of considerable experience in the affairs 
of life, and that among them were representatives from twenty-two states 
and two territories. 

Of the 800 and over enrolled as students in the regular session, some 300 
are of the first year class and the remaining 500 are about equally divided 
between the second and third year classes. While about 350 of the regular 
students are from Michigan and 170 are from her neighbors, Illinois and 
Ohio, there are — among the other 300 — men from more than forty states and 
territories, including Porto Rico and the Philippine Islands. In spite of the 
fact that so many different states are thus represented, it is still found pos- 
sible, in those courses where it is necessary or desirable to do so, to devote 
particular attention to matters of especial interest to the individual student, 
such as peculiarities in the statute law of his state or in its practice and 
procedure.
